BODY OF A WOMAN 


Police See Probable Murder 
When Remains Are Found 
in Ice Pack Off Jack- 
son Park. 


Lack of Garments Supports -the 
Theory That Death Was 
Not from Suicide or 
Accident, 


Fiocating in the lake at the foot of Bixtieth 
etreet the body of ae woman was found yee 
terday afternoon. The body was almost 
headless and there was no clothing. An at- 
tempt will be made this morning to ascertain 
whether she drowned or was thrown into 
the water after being murdered. The lack 
of clothing is believed to indicate murder 
almost to a certainty. 

Two clean cute were found directty under 
the heart. These cuts, the police assert, could 
not have been made by the ice or any-~ 
thing other than a knife or some sharp in- 
strument. A gash nine inches long was also 
found across the abdomen, but this the po- 
lice say might have been made by the body 
pressing against the ice or the sharp point of 
a log. 

A few wisps of dlond hair were found on 
the back of the neck, which the police say 
may aid them in the identification of the 


body. 
| Body Seen from Shore. 

Frank Johnson, 817 Sixty-thiré st saw 
the body as he passed on the breakwater 
along the front of Jackson park. When he 
was almost opposite the German building, 
which has been standing since the world's 
fair, he noticed a dark object rising and 
falling in the waves of ice and water. 

As soon as Johnson saw that it wWas & 
human form he summoned James Gavin, a 
park policemam They were unable to take 
the body to land, and notified the Woodlawn 
police station. A short time later the body 
was secured and taken to Schweir’s under- 
taking rooms, 477 Sixty-third street. 


In Water for Two Months. 

Identification seems almost impossible. 
According to Lieut. Monahan of the Wood 
lawn station the body probably has been 
in the water for two months. The police 
were unable to discover whether the wom- 
an’s head had been crushed in the ice or had 
been chopped off. 

At the undertaker’s it was said that the 
body was that of a woman weighing from 
180 to 140 pounds. It is estimated that she 
was about 5 feet 4 inches in height. From 
the condition of the hands and fest it is be-

Hands Not Those of Toiler. 

The hands are smal] and the muscles soft, 

which leads the police to believe that the 
woman was of the leisure class. 
Ali the head with the exception of the lower 
jaw was missing. On the right side of the 
jew there was a fracture. The neck was 
bruised and scratched. The right arm was 
broken. On the left thigh above the knee the 
police found a long gash and the right knee 
was broken and crushed. 

Detectives Leahy and Walsh of the Wood- 
lawn station were detailed on the mystery 
by Lieut. Monahan. They made a search 
of the records of the missing women last 
evening, but were unable to fix theidentity 
of the dead woman by the names of those 
who have disappeared and have not been 
found. 

Fail to Identify Body. ‘ 

Henry Bohr, 2357 West Forty-seventh 
street, the father of one missing woman, 


the body was not that of his daughter. 

Miss Anna Bohr disappeared Nov. 17. It 
was feared by her parents that she had 
committed. suicide, as she had left a note 
threatening it. The lake at Fifty-first street 
was watched for geveral days, but her body 
was not found. 

A relative of Mrs. Annie Sullivan, who 
Hved at 4525 State street, and who has been 
missing for some time, also went to view 
the body, but faited to identify it. Mrs. Sul- 
van is said to have been 5 feet 7 inches 
tall and heavily built. 

Two other women Still are unaccounted 
for in the police records. 

Miss Elizabeth Kirnsel disappeared from 
her home, 287 Lee avenue, on Dec, 7. The 
reports show her 26 years old, medium build, 
dark hair, blue eyes, 135 pounds, 5 feet and . 
inches in height, 

Mrs. Mary Borchers, 5485 Kimbark avenue, 
has been missing since Dec. 10. Her age was 
given as 55. 


Found Amid Ice Fragments. 

At the place where the body floated to the 
shore there is a long shelving beach of un- 
dressed rock. During the colder months 
there are few visitors in the park.. The 
buildings are closed. and except for the 
occasional passing of a park policeman there 
is rarely a sound to break the st illness. 

The cold weather of last week filled the 
southern part of the lake with broken ice. 
Being hemmed in by the pier that runs into 
the lake, a ttle south of the German build- 
ing, the ice piled high until it filled the space 
on the incline between the water s edge and 
the sidewalk paving. When the south winds 
of the last two days carried the ice away the 
lake was left with the smaller fragments 
tossing on it. It was in thie sea that the 
dead woman wae found. 

„It this women’s body had been clothed, 
we strould have agreed at once that she had 
committed suicide,” said Lieut. Monahan. 
„It is possible that her head was crushed 
by the ice in the last few days, but it is 
equally possible that she was killed, her head 
severed, or almost severed, trom her body 
before she was thrown into the lake.” 


Search Made for Clothing. 
A geatch was made al along the shore line 
the late afternoon for a possible bundie 
of clothing, it being thought that an insane 
mind might have led the woman to disrobe on 
the beach and plunge into the water un- 
dressed. There was nothing to reward the 
searchers. Thie morning the lake front for 
wiles wil. De examined. —

The campaign against these concerns has 
been intrusted to Comméssioner John Min- 
wegen, who has been their principal enemy 
ever since his firat term on the board of lecal 
improvements. 

Complaint from a Taxpayer. 

The announcement of the initiative in the 
matter to be taken by the board was made 
yesterday by Mr. Minwegen, after receiving 
complaint from a taxpayer concerning a de- 
mand for money made by the Nathan con- 
cern, William Dorgam 204 Racine ave- 
nue, exhibited a bill sent bim by Nathan 
for $5.06 for alleged services in securing a 
reduction of $15.15 in his assessment for the 
paving’ of Racine avenue with asphalt. Mr. 
Dorgan wanted to know whether he should 
pay the bill, in view of the fact that Racine 
avenue had not been paved, and in view of 
the further fact that the ordinance for the 
improvement has been repealed by the city 
council, 

“Pay that bitl—why I should say not 
ejaculated Commissioner Minwegen. That 
man Nathan has no right to collect any 
money on the. Racine avenue, paving. It 
has been abandoned, as the court reduced 
the assessment below the figure that the 
work could be done for.

A wife’s suspicion led to the arrest last

Following that evening Miss 
Grant was invited to their residence, where 
she was entertained. 

After some months Mrs. Keeler became 
suspicious that her husband was not discreet 
in his attentiona to Mise Grant. She never 
saw them together, although she said she 
was convinced his business trips to various 
parts of the country were not made alone. 

The service of Charles C. Hass, a private 
detective, were secured, and Mr. Keeler and 
Miss Grant were followed to many places, 
according to his report to Mrs. Keeler. Last 
Friday night Mr. Keeler announced that im- 
portant business would take him to Milwau- 
kee, and that he would make the trip on one 
of the winter lake steamers. 


Suit for Divorce Filed. 

He was followed, and it was found at the 
Davis house in Milwaukee he registered 
Mr. and Mrs. James Castor.”

They were told 
that Miss Grant did not live at home, but had 
been rooming at 8202 Vernon avenue. When 
the policemen arrived they were told that she 
had not returned.

Mr. Littleton asked her to tell 
the s of her experience with Stanford 
White as she told it to Thaw in Paris in 1908, 
when he asked her to become his wife. 

In response to questions from Mr. Little- 
ton Mrs. Thaw told again, but more briefly 
than last year, of her experience in the 
Twenty-fourth street house, where she was 
taken to lunch with Stanford White and 
drank champagne and became dizzy. 

Mrs. Thaw’s voice broke when she told of 
all that happened, and she went on with 
difficulty. Thaw broke down completely 
and wept. The witness speedily regained 
her composure and resumed her narrative. 

The story varied in no detail from the nar- 
ratfve of last year. 

Mr. Thaw, when I told him, got excited 
and walked up and down the room and 
moaned and sobbed. His eyes were wild.“ 
said the witness. ‘“ He bit hie nails and said, 
My God! My God!“! 

What did Mr. Thaw say when you had 
concluded ?” 

“He said it was not my fault, and that 
he thought just as much of me as ever. He 
said he wanted me to marry him. I said it 
would make him the laughing stock of his 
friends, for some people knew of what had 
happened to me. 

For several days after I had told him 
about Stanford White,“ said the witness, 
Mr. Thaw would sit for hours looking into 
space. When I would speak to him it was 
always some Mttle time before he could an- 
swer.”’ 


Tells of Meeting White. 


Mrs. Thaw said she was 15 years old when 
she came to New York and 16 when she 
met Stanford White She went briefly over 
the events which followed her return from 
Europe in November, 1908, of meeting again 
with White, of hearing from him that Thaw 
had made a practice of treating young girls 
brutally, and of telling this to Thaw when 
he sought her out upon his return from Paris 
several weeks later. 

She told Thaw also of being taken by 
White to the office of Abraham H. Hummel 
and signing a paper there. 

Thaw was much excited over it all and told 
her she had been foolish; that she ought to 
have known him better than to believe the 
stories told her by White and his friends. | 

Mra. Thaw told again of the burning of the 
affidavit she had signed in Hummel's office.

It such contrace were to be held validand 
binding after the rate was advanced, then, 
by collusion, making a contract between a 
railroad company and a favored stjipper, and 
the swWbsequent raising of a rate to other 
shippers, would accomplish discriminatior 
and defeat the purposes of the enactment 
There would be little left of the law agains) 
discrimination if these provisions could be st 
easily evaded, because. manifestly, thie doc- 
trine would apply as well to the ordinary in- 
terstate commerce as to the export trade; in 
fact, to every form of commerce subject to 
law.“ 

It has been argued by counsel for the pack 
ers that the offense of soliciting, accepting, 
or receiving rebates under the Elkins law, 
so far as the shipper is toncerned, as distin- 
guished from the carrier, involves the em- 
ployment of some secret device on the part 
of the shipper in obtaining the ‘rebate, and 
that unless such secret device is used, the 
acceptance of a rebate, although with full 
knowledge and intent on the part of the ship- 
pers, constitutes no offense. The packers 
admit that they received a concession of 12 
cents a 100 pounds after the rate was raised 
to the general public, but they insist that this 
is not the thing for which they could be pun- 
ished, although the railroad could be, and, 
in fact, was. 

Interesting History Opened Up. 


This contention on the part of the shipper 
that he is immune unless fraud can be 
shown opens up some interesting history in 
regard to the passage of the Elkinslaw. Un- 
der the old interstate commerce act of 1889 
rebates were prohibited and imprisonment 
was fixed as a penalty. The law was so 
worded, however, that no one could be pun- 
ished unless it was shown that there was 
discrimination. It often happened that the 
favored shipper received a rate which was 
below that in the published tariff; but the 
government found it practically impossible to 
prove that the rate he received was any dif- 
ferent from that which anybody else might 
have ohtained at the same time. This sec- 
tion of the old interstate commerce law was, 
therefore, practically invalid. It was neces- 
sary to prove fraud, or actual discrimina- 
tion, before any offense could be established. 

It was to correct this evil that the Elkins 
law was proposed. In the first place the 
penalty of imprisonment was abolished on 
the theory that one of the two parties to the 
rebate might be induced to peach on the 
other, provided it involved only a fine in- 
stead of a jailsentence. The Elkins law then 
undertook to declare that it was an offense 
for either carrier or shipper to give or re- 
ceive a rate which was different from the 
published tariff. It made no difference 
whether one person or 10,000 received a re- 
bate, or whether there was any discrimina- 
tion whatsoever. - | 

Standard Cases Would Fall. 

If the contention of the packers should be 
sustained: in this case, so far as regards th. 
secrecy of the operation, or as regards th. 
right of the railroad to make a eontract and 
then subsequently to raise a rate, ft would, of 
course, govern the Standard Oil cases at Chi- 
cago, and they would fall to the ground com- 
pletely... 

It is this fact, in addition to the importance 
of packing house cases themselves, Which 
makes the government so anxious to present 
the mattér fully to the Supreme court. ; 


QUEEN HONORS-A CHICAGOAN. 


Medal Presented to William Malloy in 
Recognition of Services at The 
Hague Conference.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 20. Special. 
In recognition of his services in the cause of 
universal peace the queen of the Netherlands 
has conferred distinguished honor upon Will- 
iam M. Malloy of Chicago, clerk to the sen- 
ate committee on foreign relations. 

Mr. Malloy was assistant secretary to the 
American delegation at the second peace 

mference held at The Hague. In this posi- 
tion he was of greatest service in promot- 
ing the objects of the conference, codper- 
ating to that end with the Dutch officials and 
with various delegates of the powers repre- 
sented in the conference. 

The queen has just transmitted to Mr. Mal- 
loy, through her minister for foreign affairs, 
a beautiful medal in commemoration of the 
conference, The face of the meal bears 
in relief a facsimile of the Binnehoffe, the 
building in which the states general sits and 
where the conference was held, and under- 
neath in Roman figures the year of the con- 
ference. The reverse of the medal carries 
the name of Mr. Malloy and the inscription, 
In memoriam secundi pacis conventus.” 

Mr. Malloy also has received letters of com- 
mendation from the American delegates to

Exclusion Bill May Result. 


The new regulations respecting immigra- 
tion ought to be in execution within a few 
weeks. If they should prove effective in 
stopping the departure of laborers for this 
country, the immigration question, so far as 
the United Stated is concerned, will be set- 
tled. If the regulations should fail to oper- 
ate satisfactorily, then the president in his 
next annual message will recommend the pas- 
sage of an exclusion bill. Such a recommenda- 
tion would add greatly to the feeling of hos- 

tility entertained in Japan toward the United 
States. Unfortunately there will be no other 
course for the administration to pursue, as 
Secretary Root notified Japan some weeks 
ago that if the regulations were not strictly 
enforced an exclusion bill would be passed by 
congress. 

Although reports from Japan minimize 
measures that are being taken to keep the 
Japanese fleet in condition for action it is 
well known at the navy department that with 
the resources at its disposal the ministry 
has been putting ships in shape to carry on 
a war. One of the latest Japanese inventions 
is a submarine boat capable of proceeding 
at high speed and accompanying battleships 
on their cruises at sea. These boats are ap- 
erated by two men. They are able upon the 
approach of an enemy to sink below the sur- 
face and act as submarines or they can serve 
as torpedo boat destroyers by steaming on 
the surface. \ 


Evans Not Worried. 


Before the American battleship fleet start- 
ed on its cruise around the Horn there was 
talk of fitting up a collier to accommodate a 
couple of submarine boats. This plan in- 
ee, a great deal of work, and was aban- 

oned. Ih an action with a fleet assisted by 
submarines the American battleships would 
have to steam at high speed to disconcert the 
under water vessels. Admiral Evans is not 
mch concerned about the use of submarines 
in the open sea, as he thinks he can lead the 
enemy far enough away from that kind of 
craft to prevent the latter from being of any 
service. 

It is the consensus of opinion of European 
diplomats in Washington that the relations 
of the United States and-Japan are in a deli- 
cate state. One ambassador said today: 

“The two governments are entirely peace- 
ful, but public opinion makes war nowadays, 
and my advices from Japan show that the 
people are much excited over what they re- 
gard your discrimination against them on 
account of their race. Their ministry is 
shaky over the question of tinance, but un- 
doubtedly the immigration question is partly 
responsible for the situation. If a clash 
should come between the United States and 
Japan, I believe the English government 
would endeavor to maintain strict neutrality 
in spite of its treaty of alliance with Japan. 
Its colonies, Canada and Australia, particu- 
larly, are as much concerned with the ques- 
tion of Japanese immigration as you are.

Deprecates Crusade Against Sun- 
day Saloons as Worse than 
Useless. 


Dr. Algernon S. Crapsey of Rochester, N. 
Y., for twenty-eight years rector of the 
St. Andrews Episcopal church of that city 
ut now unfrocked — and recognized 
throughout the country for his practical 
‘views on civic and religious topics, brought 


clared that the saloon would not be an 
evil were it not for the legal restrictions,” 
and that “ the screened secrecy and attempt 
to put legal restrictions on personal liber- 
ties is what gives the saloon an immoral 
atmosphere.“ 

His Conviction for Heresy. 

He came prominently before the public 
two years ago when he was convicted of 
heresy for the expression of advanced views 
on theological matters—in particular against 
the immaculate conception. 

Tonight Dr. Crapsey will take the affirm 
ative side of the debate, maintaining the ex- 
istence of Christ, while Mr. Mangasarian will 
en‘leavor to prove that the biblical story of 
Christ was a myth. 

„Of course I regret my separation from the 
church,” said the veteran pastor, smiling 
badly. Tou can’t tear a man loose from 
things he loves, from his home that he has 
built up, without causing him grief. Of 
course I believe I was right. 

intention is to remain in Rochester. 
Since I was dismissed from the church I 
have been conducting an independent work 
called the Brotherhood. I preach in the 
opera house to from 600 to 1,500 people each 
Sunday.” 
Some of His Views in Brief. 

For many years Dr. Crapsey worked in the 
congested parts of New York, where hejmade 
@ careful study of the saloon question. Here 
are some of his views: 

No man today can hold the creed of the 
Christian religion, literally. Christianity ie 
too much identified wikh dogmp~. 

My quarrel with the church was based 
on historical facts and not om religious or 
moral principles. 

During the last six centuries condition: 
have changed, yet the church maintatns the 
monastic system of the middie ages. - 

The church today is on the defensive—in 
an attitude of apologizing. 

The theater as a common gathering place 
ie further reaching than the church. For in 
stance, in Rochester they have all their 
church entertainments in theaters, because 
they can get people to come there who wi!) 
not go to the church. 

The church is imperialistic, autocratic, 


and neither diplomatic nor scientific. 


“This is an era of science. The average 
student will not accept as true the old bib- 
Meal miracles that cannot be scientifically 


applied. 

“The crusading against the saloon doesn’t 
help morality. The reason the saloon and 
@rinking doesn’t bear the stigma in Durope 


‘that it does in America is because in Euro- 


pean countries people drink in the open. 

Rather than the least possible freedom 
the greatest freedom consistent with good 
order should be given the saloons.”

“ We receive many such complaints,” said 
Secretary George A. H. Scott of the Humane 
society, 560 Wabash evenue. In practical- 
ly all the streets outside of the loop the snow 
has been scraped from the middle of the 
strvet to the gutter near the curb. Regard- 
less of the injurious practice many delivery 
horses are compelled to stand in this now for 
hours. Then a couple of weeks later the 
bose wonders what on earth caused his 
horse to sicken and perhape kick the 
bucket.’ 

“ We are glad to receive specific complaints 
of such nature. We have gone, or gent word, 
to dozens of business men to be more consid- 
erate about leaving their horses standing in 
the snow and water. Asa rule they are glad 
to make promises, and express surprise that 
they should not have noticed this uninten- 
tional cruelty before.’’
